Discovery of the Fire. 


. The fire was discovered shortly before 7 
_ »@'clock by a watchman for the Lumbermen’s 
Protective Associntion. He saw a blaze on 
the outside of the fence on the east side of 
Lincoln street near a shingle shed belonging 
to 8. K. Martin & Co, He turned in an 
alarm, but a high wind blowing from the west 
fanned the flames and carried them quickly 
through S. D. Martin's yard. The first alarm 
was followed almost immediately by second 
and third calls, and when the fire still in-

Near thé river, in a corner of the block oc- 
cupied by the Wells & French Car company, 
was situated the four-story brick plant of the 
Siemens-Halske company, manufacturers of 
dynamos and electrical appliances. The prop: 
erty was totally destroyed. The company fur- 
nished the electricity to operate the Twenty- 
second street electric cars, and the destruc: 
tibn of the plant will cripple that line until 
other arrangements can be made for obtain- 
ing the necessary current. 

Adjoining the property of the Wells & 
French Car company were the yards of Shoe- 
maker, Higbee & Co., timber dealers. The 
wind had veered and seemed to be blowing 
when tie flames attacked this yard more to 
the south toward the river. The. greuter part 
of theward, however, was burned, as was aleo 
that of Conway & Co., dealers in cedar posts. 
The change in the wind prevented a great 
damage to the yards of the Edward Hines 
company and only a small loss was ov- 
casioned. 

Then came the large yards of the John Spry 
Lumber company. The firemen succeeded in 
checking the fire before more than a corner 
of the yard had been touched by the blaze. 
In one corner of the S. K. Martin yard was 
Farnun) foundry, a small manufacturing con- 
cern, which was destroyed. J. B. McAdam, a 
dealer in hemlock posts, also suffered a con- 
siderable loss. 

Hard Fight for an Elevator. 


By hard work the firemen succeeded in sav- 
ing the Santa Fé elevator across the river 
from the burning yatds at Wood street. A 
large pile of cedar posts, shingles, and lum- 
ber on the docks near the elevator 
caught tire and one end of the elevator was 
ablaze at one time, but by keeping a stream 
of water constantly playing upon the struct- 
ure it was saved. There was greater danger 
of the burning of the Columbia Elevator on 
the west side of Slip B at Robey streét, on the 
north side of the river. The rear end of the 
elevator caught fire, but although the piles of 
lumber were burning all about the structure 
by hard work the firemen saved it. 

It was probably the hardest tire which the 
firemen have had to fight in Chicago for some 
time. “Chief Swenie said it was the largest 
fire of its kind that he had ever fought. He 
gave great praise to the work done by his 
men and said they could not have distin- 
guished themselves better. 

Many Thrilling Escapes. 


There were many thrilling escapes and fire 


engines Nos. 2 and 28 were abandoned be- 
cause of the rapid advance of the fire, which 
drove the men from their posts before they 
could take their engines with them. The two 
engines were at work between slips C and D 
when a sudden gust of wind seemed to bear 
an avalanche of flame down upon them and 
the men had to fly for their lives. All, how- 
ever, reached & place of safety. 

The fire boats Yosemite and Geyser had 
many narrow escapes while working in the 
slips between, che burning piles of lumber. 
At one time while the Yosemite was working 
in slip B and had all of its lines of hose play- 
ing back and forth on each side of the slip the 
heat became so intense the boat was com- 
pelled to steam out in the river before the 
hose could be got in proper shape for the 


boat to retire. 
Boy Drowns in the River. 

Will Wellendorf was drowned at Ashland 
avenue and the rivér. He was standing close 
to the edge of the water and was ped up 
by a line of hose. 4 hundred me saw him 
fall in the water, but no assistan was of. 
fered him. He sank beneath the surface 
and never rose aguin. In the exciteinent no 
one seemed to think of assisting him. 

Chief Musham was on the fireboat Geyser. 
While walking close to the boat's edge he was 
caught by a gust of wind and thrown into the 
water. No one saw him fall and he was nearly 
drowned. His heavy coat and helmet bore 
him beneath the water and under the boat. 
He struggled to the suriace’and by a super- 


human effort reached the opposite bank and 


drew himself up without assistance. No one 
knew of the accident until he was out of dan- 


Walle the fireboat Geyser was making a 
sudden move to avoid a toppling pile of lum- 
ber which threatened ‘to fall on it three fire- 
men were caught by a sweep of a line of hose 
and were thrown into a burning pile of lum- 
bee. Their names were Lieut. James McGinn, 
J. P. Phelan, No. 2047 Arch street, and —— 


At oi aveiosk, after burning nearly four 
hours, the flames were got under control. 
Thousands of feet of lumber were still burn- 
ing and engines and fireboats remained, throw- 
ing water on the piles of lumber, shingles, 
and posts and ready should the fire begin to 
spread again. 

Lightning May Have Started It. 

The exact cause of the fire is a matter of 
doubt. Employés of the West Chicago Street 
railway say they saw & bolt of lightning de- 
scend in S. K. Martin's lumber yard from the

5 car barns a few blocks away. 


A minute later 
flames were seen coming from a storage shed 
and in fifteen minutes the yards were doomed. 

During the progress of the flames the po- 
lice arrested twenty-five pickpockets and 
locked them up at the Hinman street station. 

About 2,000 men will be thrown out of 
employment by the fire, as follows: Siemen- 
Haiske Electrical company. 800; S. K. Mar- 
tin & Co., 200; Perl, Lowe & Co., 200; and 
500 employed by the smaller concerns. 

John Mros, an old driver forS. K. Martin, 
lived with his aged wife on Lincoln street, 
near the river, in a little old shed. Their 
house was in the midst of the fiercest of the 
flames and was burnt in a few moments after 
the fire started. Nothing was seen of Mros or 
his wife after the fire started, and it was feared 
na.

the water's edge was burned to a 
cinder. On the west side the damage 
was confined toa few thousand dollars. The 
lumber’ piles nearest the water were all 
ecorched and some of them partly destroyed. 
That the whole yard did not burn was a mira- 
cle. Several times it was on fire in a hun- 
dred places. During the hottest part of the 
tight the two fire boats, Yosemite and Geyser, 
lay in the slip and threw water in all direc- 
tions with every nozzle in «full play. It was 
hot enough to fry eggs on the deck of either 
boat. The men who worked outside at the 
nozzles had to be kept under a continuous 
stream of water to keep their clothing from 
catching fire. 

Chief Swenie walked up and down 
between the smoking piles of humber and en- 
couraged his men with kindly words while

that the coming up of the wind was so sudden 
that they were unable to prevent themselves 
from falling into the river. 


CAR WORKS A PREY TO FLAMES. 


Wells-French Company's Big Plant Con- 
s umed—- Electrical Works Burn. 

The flames and burning brands swept across 
Wood street from the northwest at 8 o’elock 
and attacked the Wells & French company’s 
car works on Wood street, south of Blue Isl- 
and a venue and on SlipC., Within ashort time 
the works were burned down. The company 
built all kinds of freight cars, but owing to 
the dull season the stock was greatly reduced. 
About 400 men were employed, but when the 
works are going in full 1,200 men were used. 
The company has been doing business since 
1871. The loss is estimated at $100,000 by 
an officer of the company. 

The Siemens & Halske Electrical Manu- 
facturing company, at Nos. 1166 to 1195 
South Wood street, on Slip B, caught fire at the 
same time the Wells & French company plant 

vas attacked. The loss is total, and was esti- 
mated at $400,000. The company isa branch 
of the big Berlin firm of thesame name. The 
firm. has been doing business about two years 
and employed 600 men. All kinds of elec. 
trical machinefy was manufactured. 

The Siemens & Haiske plant is one of the 
largest in the country engaged in the elec. 
trical manufacturing business. The main 
building destroyed was a large four-story 
brick. The destruction of this dulldmg is in 
itself a great loss to the company outside of 
the loss on contents. The superintenden: of 
the ccmpany said last night that two large 
dynamos vaiued at $20,000 each, which had 
just been completed, were in the burted 
building. These dynamos representing great 
expense in labor and finish carried no special 
insurance and will be a total loss, 


HAVE A HARD FIGHT ALONG SLIP k. 


Firemen on the Western Boundary of the 

Fire Work Like Reavers. 

One of the hardest fights between the fire. 
men and the fire was along Slip E, which 
divides the lumber yards of S. K. Martin, on 
the east side of the slip, and Edward Hines’ 
Lumber. company on the west. The slip was 
really the western boundary of the fire. 


| Everything on the cast side clear to

and threatened to sink it when it fell, the 
Chief yelled: 

Swing into her, boys; swing into her! 
Knock the heart out of her, boys; knock the 
heart out of her!“ . 

Chief Heaney of the Eighth Battalion was 
on the Geyser. He staggered off the boat, 
almost overcome with heat. at the most crit- 
ical moment and asked the Chief for instruc- 
tions. It was evident that the boat was in 
great danger in the position it held and the 
crowd was urging the firemen to retreat. The 
Chief said: 


“Stick to it, my boys, stick to it; five min? 


utes more and the fight is won.“ 

And Heaney replied: 

“Tl do it if I die right here.“ 

Then he went back to the boat and never 
left it until the fight was over. Just then the 
Yosemite pulled up on the other side of the 
dangerous pile and set ite heavy engines at 
work on it. Two steamers and an extra chem. 
ical brought more streams into play and the 
fight was won. 


FIFTY-TWO ENGINES ATTEND THE FIRE. 


How the Department Sent In Its Calls and 


Worked Its Men. 

Some idea may be got of the way the Fire 
Department viewed the blaze from the list of 
calls made on the apparatus. The first call 
was at 6:42 p. m., when engines Nos. 5, 14. 
15, 18, 23, 25, 36, and 41, and Chief Marshal 
Swenie and Assistant Marshal Heaney re- 
sponded, The 2.11 was turned in at 6:51, 
when engines Nos. 2, 7, 28, 31, and 
39. trucks 8 and 12, and Assistant 
Marshals Musham and Townsend responded, 
At 6:55 came the 3.11,“ and away went 
engines 6, 8, 12, and 37, truck 4, the fire- 
boat, and Assistant Marshal Pazen. Then

NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH BY FIRE. 


Campion and O'Day Hemmed In by a ir- 
cle of Flame. 

Frank Campion, son of Marshal Campion, 
and Pipeman O’Day of engine company No.

Before they knew_it they were surrounded by 
a mass of burning lumber, and turned to fight 
their way out. The fire was rapidly describ- 
ing a complete circle about them and the 
water from their stream was powerless to 
afford them protection in their retreat. Some 
of the other firemen noticed the condition of 
their comrades and scurried away for help. 
Engine Company No. 14, which had been 
playing on the Electrical works, was 
summoned to the assistance of Campion 
and O'Day. They hurried to the edge 
of the fire at this point and literally forced 
their way through the flames. Their stream 
was just powerful enough to protect the men 
and by yreat effort they managed to reach 
the besieged firemen, who were almost ex- 
hausted. ‘They were got out in safety and be- 
yond the fact that the clothing of some of 


THOUSANDS RUSH TO THE FIRE.

Those Unable to Go Watch the Splendid! 
Iliumined Heaven. 

The fire created a sensation all ever the city. 
It was at 7 o' clock, when an abortive thunder- 
storm had spread the heavens with low-droop- 
ing clouds and was lighting them up occasion- 
ally with vivid flashes of forked lightning, 
when the skies suddenly assumed an unearth- 
ly glare and the restless gongs announced an 
unusually serious fire at the corner of Blue 
Island avenue and Lincol a street. In quick 
succession came a 2-11, a 3-11, and then a 
special call for twenty engines. As there had 


deen no rain for six weeks and everything was 


as dry as a powder-horn, every one under- 
stood the fire to be a dangerous one. 

There has not been a fire in Chicago in 
years which made such a strange and terrible 
reflection. The dipping clouds acted as so 
many mirrors to gather up the ruddy giare of 
the flaming acres, and, great as the fire was in 
fact, exaggerated it in appearance. For 
miles around the fiery. center a light was 
thrown perpendicularly down into the streets 
and behind the tallest buildings by which 


one might almost see to read a newspaper. 


One could not behold it without recalling the 
terrible summer of 1871 and wondering 
whether the fire fiend was on the rampage 
again. 

The hour was favorable for sight-seers, and 
though a light rain was falling anda heavy 
rain was threatened, every living bemg on the 
West Side who could ride or walk, and hun- 
dreds from other parts of the city, went as 
fast as they could toward the blaze. As they 
approached the great blaze the human rills 
ran together and made rivers, and the rivers 
combined to make floods. The people who 
went along Blue Island avenue could only be 
compared to herds of buffalo on the plains. 
On and on they went until in the neighbor- 
hood of Lincoln street they became a bound- 
less jam of humanity, unable to move one 
way or another. 


Rush for the Flames. 


Interspersed with the pedestrians were no 
ud of cabs, wagons, and all sorts of vehicles, 
with the occupants standing on top of them to 
see over other people's heads. For a while the 
Blue Island avenue cable trains ran, and with 
such toads as were never seen before. They 
looked like flies clinging to a honeycomb. At 
last they had to give it up, and miles of 
them stood in the streets empty and 
deserted. Al the evening up to 
9 o' clock hose-carts, fire engines, and all 
sorts of fire apparatus continued to arrive 


‘from every direction, and judging from the 


exhaust ion of the teams, from the remotest 
parts of the city. The rattle of wheels, the 
cries of the firemen, the babbling of the mul- 
titude, the fierce light of the fire, and the ex- 
citing rumors inade the spectacle one to be 
long remembered. 

The scene of the ffre might be loosely de- 
scribed as bounded on the south by the South 
Branch of the Chicago River, on the north by 
Blue Island avenue, on the west by Robey 
street, and on the east by Ashland avenue. 


- The real burned area was within these bounds 


and much smaller. The river at this point 
sends up to the north a dozen or more paral- 
lel slips, or docks, several blocks in length, a 
slip between every two streets and a street 
between every two slips. One of these slips, 
a block west of Laflin street, is called 
Spry’s slip, because on the east bank of it are 
located the extensive lumber yards of the 
John Spry Lumber company. This slip was 
the eastern boundary of tne flames, and was 
the watery barrier which saved a dozen other 
yards to the east. The South Branch did as 
much on the south. But for the water 
courses no one can tell where the fire would 
have stopped. The wind played an important 
part also. At the beginning it blew furiously 
from the northwest. Later it got around to 
the west, and when at last it touched the 
southwest hope came, for the fire could not 
retrace its course of devastation. 
Telephones Are Kept Busy. 

The telephone operators were kept busy 
during the fire. In two hours there were over 
15.000 calls from people who wished to know

Ba ve so many calls been sent in in so short a 
time. 

At one time it looked as if the water bar- 
riers would be powerless to arrest the progress 
of the flames. Falling sparks lit on the tele. 
gravh pole yards of Mueller & Raber, and 
Maxwell Bros.’ lumber yard at the foot of 
Laflin street, several blocks away from the 
main fire, and they were consumed in an in- 
credibly short time. The fire department 
however was equal to the occasion. The new 
fire was fought with as much determination as 
the old one, and was fairly extinguished 
while the greater conflagration raged with 
unabated fierceness. 


FROM THE SOUTH SIDE OF THE SEWER. 


Spectators Crowd the Bank from Ashland 
Avenue to the Mouth of the Canal. 
The grand view of the fire was from the 
south side of the river, which was spanned 
during the fiercer periods of the fire with a 
solid bridge of flame. Spectators crowded 
the bank from Ashland avenue clear to the 
mouth of the Drainage Canal, but they 
hugged the shore of the river none too 
closely, for the heat was unbearable even 

out on the prairie 300 feet from shore. 
‘Umbrellas were hoisted to ward off the 
heavy sparks which fell in all directions, 
On the prairie between the points named 
there stood but a single building of any con- 
sequence and that was the large elevator of 


the Santa Fé Elevator and Dock company, 


which loomed up 175 feet high on the river 
bank east of what is known as the Santa Fé 
slip. In the slip were the schooner Mollie 
Mason of Alpena, Rising Star, and Normah, 
which had carried ties to the docks of the 
Santa Fé road on the west side of the slip. 
No firemen were there to protect the schoon- 
ers or the elevator at 10 o'clock. when at 
every. moment they were threatened by the 
frequent contact of tongues of fire which 
leaped the river, scorching vessels and ele- 
yator, setting fire to the railroad tracks, and 
driving spectators in fright to places of 


safety. 
Supt. Stephen McTiernan of the elevator 


had fifty employés posted in every part of the 


big building, which contained a trifle over 


f 1,000,000 bushels of grain. Its iron sheath- 


ing erackled and blistered in the face of the 


heat from across the river and occasionally 


sparks endeavored to fasten a grip on the east 


end of the uppermost roof of the warehouse.

RAINS SETTLE THE FIRES AT PHILLIPS. 


Provisions and Cash Received Include a 
$500 Check from Marshall Field, 

Puitairs, Wis., Aug. 1.—!Special, -The 
rains of last night settled the fires in this dis- 
trict and cleared the atmosphere of smoke 
and dust. The excitement and novelty of the 
experience of the situation here is 
wearing off and stern necessity is begin- 
ning to be felt and realized.

Real-Estate Board Follows Up the Idea 
Expressed July 17.

Action of the Committee of the Order ata 
Meeting at Milwaukee, 


Miuuwavuxes, Wis., Aug. 1.—[Special.]—A 
secret meeting of the committee of the 
Knights of Pythias which has in charge the 
revision of the constitution of that order was 
held here today.

New York, Aug. 1.—[Special.]— Russell 
Sage and George Gould are said to have dis- 
agreed of late and their relations in a busi- 
ness way are so severely strained that there 
may be an open rupture at any moment. 
These facts have set Wall street to gossiping, 
and the outcome of the affair is looked for- 
ward to with much interest. : 

For many years the Gould and the Sage 
interests have been closely linked, the latter, 
who is conceded to be the halder of the 
largest amount of ready cash of any six 
millionaires in the United States, being al- 
ways on hand to advance moneys for the pro- 
motion and protection of the Gould eater- 
prises. Together the two business interests 
have always been found closely interwoven 
ia the vast corporations so well known the 
country over. It is pretty well understand 
that when Jay Gould passed away Russell 
Sage was supposed to be the guardian spirit 
to look after the interests of the 
Gould “ boys, and he has discharged 
this trust carefully—alwaya, of course, 
with an eye single to his own 
tinancial betterment in the legitimate pursuit 
of financial schemes, Of late, the story goes, 
Mr. Sage has not liked the way George Gould 
has been behaving, and he has strenuously 
tried to call the young man away from the 
pleasures of social life, to which he appears 
to be now addicted, to the more sordid and 
consequential one of looking after his vast 
business enterprises. 

Young Gould, whea he got a taste of free 
lifea year ago, became fond of it. He had 
always worked hard. His wife, and sister, 
Helen Gould, bad been striving to win him 
away from business cares, but with little suc- 
cess. The family physician joined them and 
urged Gould to give up business. They held 
up the example of his father dying in the 
prime of life, and finally they convinced 
Gould to take things easy. The women dis- 
covered the Vigilant was for sale and induced 
him to buy it, Then he sailed away 
without so much as consulting Mr. Sage, who 
has ever since been working to reverse the 


condition of things. He understands the + 


threatening state of business, financial and 
railroad, and he has been urging Mr. Gould 
to come home and look after his interests. 
He has cabled Gould repeatedly, but without 
success, Mr. Gould treats all his messages 
with supreme indifference, and replies to 
none of them. Mr. Sage, itis said, is appre- 
hensive that this prolonged absence on the 
part of the present héad of the Gould ‘house 
may bring about some disaster to them both, 
and he wants to avert it by preparation in 
good time. 

It has been suggested by gossiperein Wall 
street that Mr. Sage is finding the burden 
and responsibility of some of the Gould prop- 
erties too heavy for him to carry alone, but 
regarding such tales he says he would not dig- 
nify them by a denial. However, the story 
comes from pretty good source that Mr. Sage 
has been striving to persuade Gould to give 
up his yachting and dining. with Princes 
and to come home. But from his refusal to 
comply with the requests it is pretty well set- 
tled that the women of the household have 
triumphed, and that Mr. Gould fuily intends 
to devote his time more in the future to the 
pursuit of cecupations that will give him less

The Two Alleged Steala. 


Trustee Kelly said: An alleged sensation 
was poesictes for this afternoon. The Drain- 
age Trustees had stolen $1,000,000, it was 
said, and would this afternoon steal 81.000. 
000 more. The first steal was accomplished 
by a reclassification of material for the bene- 
fit of Alfred Harlev and McArthur Bros., con- 
tractors for Secs. 1, 2,3, and 4. The steal 
of today was to be accomplished by a similar 
reclassification of material for the benefit of 
— oe firms contracting for Secs. C, D, E. 
and F. 

Now, every word of this is ridiculously 
false, and displays an utter tgnorance of the 
affairs of the district. There never has been 
any reclassification of material in connection 
with the contracts of Harlev and Me- 
Arthur Bros. There never has been any 
new estimate of the work on their sections by 
the board or by anybody for the board, with 
or without a reclassification of material. 
What really happened was these contractors 
repudiated their contracts and refused to 
do the work as they agreed. The reason they 
gave was the geological formation turned out 
different from what they expected, and was 
enormously expensive to work. The board 
thereupon forfeited their contracts and ad- 
vertised for bids.

Kelly Votes Against It. 


Nov, I and Trustees Gilmore and Cooley 
voted against that measure. I thought it was 
a glaring injustice to the bidders, whose bids 
we invited. and whose deposits of $15,000 
each we had kept in our safe for six weeks. 
I also thought it bad in principle to permit a 
contractor who had repudiated his contract 
to be reinstated. But further than this I 
cannot go. I have absolute confidence in the 
honest intentions of the majority. Nothing 
could make me believe it was actuated by 
anything but a sincere desire to do the best 
thing for the drainage district. I must ad- 
mit there is much _ justification. too. 
for what the majority members did. One of 
their reasons was the lowest bidders, Mc- 
Keown, Stowell & Co., were not responsible, 
as subsequent events. proved, for they failed 
in business a month later. Another thing 
was McArthur Bros. could and would have 
enjoined them if they had gone to work. 
Another consideration was McArthur Bros. 
are good contractors and had their plant on 
the ground and cou!d carry forward the work 
vigorously and without delay, as they in fact 
have done. Again, the new amount paid 
McArthur Bros.is not one cent too high, 
to say the least, and is much the lowest price 
any responsible firm offered todo the work 
for. So, although I opposed the plan, I must 
admit the public interests have been admir- 
ably subserved by it: In the caseof Sec. 3 
the new contract was awarded to Gilman & 
Co. I thought McArthir Bros. should 
have been held to it, but I must say Gilman 
& Co. are not getting a cent too much for 
their work. 

Discusses the Harlev. Case. 


„The case was plainer in the case of Harlev 
and Sec. 1. When Harlev’s contract was 
forfeited new bids were solicited, and those 
feceived were from Johnson & Bradley, May 
& Purington company, F. J. McCain, and 
Griffiths & McDermott. In this case the con- 
tract was awarded to Griffiths & McDermott, 
who were the highest bidders, instead of 
Johnson & Bradley, who were the lowest. 
But this is exactly what should have been 
done under the circumstances. May & Pur- 
ington withdrew their bid before the award, and 
the other bidders were entirely irresponsible 
parties. F. J. McCain could not show he was 
worth over $20,000, and Johnson & Bradley 
were in no better shape, in addition to de- 
ceiving us in regard to their being a corpora- 
tion. E. F. Gobel associated himself with 
Johnson & Bradley later, but had not done 
so when the contract was awarded to Griffiths 
& McDermott. In this case. also, I am sure 
we are not paying a cent too much for the 
work on Sec. 1. In short, I can assure you, 
notwithstanding the advanced rates we have 
had to pay McArthur Bros. and Gilman & 
Co., the work on the drainage canal is the 
most economical work of the kind ever done 
in the world. There is not a public work any- 
where in the country which bears comparison 
with it. y 

So you see how little reason there was in 
this transaction to expect the board would 
order a reclassification under Secs. ©, D. E, 
and PF. and steal $1,000,000. Even in Secs. 
1. 2, 3. and 4 the advance was only $503,493 
in a total of $2,863,160. But, as you have 
seen, the board has refused to reclassify it. 
Secs. C, D, E, and F, and refused the contract- 
ors any relief whatever, only Trustees Cooley 
and Boldenweck dissenting. This is the end 
of the promised sensation.’ 

Provisions of the Contract. 


In the volume containing the proceedings of 
the board for 1892, there is a form of con- 
tract called Contract and specifications for 
the main drainage channel in the valley of 
the Desplaines River from Willow Springs to 
a point near Summit, III.“ In this form are 
two provisions, one concerning *‘ quantity of 
material, and one concerning classification 
of material, which show conclusively how 
the contractors assume all risks concerning 
the nature of the material they agree to ex- 
cavate.

DEVELOPMENT IN INDIANA FIELDS 
HAS PASSED THE ZENITH. 


Report of the State Inspector Shows That 
Over $300,000,000 Are Invested in 
Manufactories Throughout the Belt= 
Immense Waste of Gas That Can Be 
Partly Stopped—Young Girl Killed at 
Anderson, Ind., by a Fall from a Bal- 


loon. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., eAug. 1.— [Special. 
State Gas Inspector Jordan today presented 
his annual report. He finds that over $300,, 
000,000 has been invested in this State in 
manufactories, and others are now being 
erected throughout the gas belt. Gas lines 
have been built to Chicago and other cities, 
and every effort has been made to absorb the 
Little of the gas belt remains 
to be developed. In time all of the field will 
have been developed, and then, he 
says, the gas supply will diminish. 
Indeed, the failure has already begun. 
Wells have been abandoned, and the 
rock pressure is rapidly diminishing. The 
field pressure now stands reduced from 320 
pounds originally to an average of 240 
pounds. The waste of gas during the first 
four years after its discovery in Indiana 
amounted to $20,000,000. One of the wastes 
that still prevails is in domestic consumption. 
Fifty per ceat more gas is used than is neces- 
sary to produce the required amount of heat, 
The remedy is to compel consumers by legis- 
lation to pay for the gas used by meter meas- 
urement. (heap pipe and cheap connections 
have been the source of much loss of gas. 
The Inspector believes there will never be a 
return to the use of solid fuel, but that in 
time the slack and waste of coal mines will 
be converted into fuel gas. 


VALUATION OF REAL ESTATE RAISED. 


Marked Advance in Several Sections of 
Minneapolis, 

MixxRAPolis, Minn., Aug. 1.—[Special.] 
The City Board ot Equalization today decided 
to raise the assessed valuation of real estate 
on Fifth street, between First avenue south 
and Seventh avenue north, 10 per cent; 
Seventh street, between the same avenues, 20 
per cent; and Eighth street, 10 per cent. 
This raise is in addition to the 10 per cent 
raise over the entire city.

This amounts to $2,400,000, and 
the capital stock is to be $3,000,000 more. 


DECIDES AGAINST THE EX-TREASURERS 


Baetz and Kuehn Must Pay Back $181,015 
to Wisconsin. 

Mapison, Wis., Aug. 1.—[Special.]—Judge 
R. Siebecker of the Dane County Circuit Court 
has handed down his decision in the case of 
the State against ex-Treasurers Henry C. 
Baetz and Ferdinand Kuehn and their bonds- 
men to recover interest moneys retained by 
them during their terms as Treasurers from 
1870 to 1878. He decided that these Treas- 
urers like their successors must return to the 
State the interest moneys retained, with in- 
terest thereon at legal rate, amounting 
in the case of Mr. Baetz, who was 
treasurer from 1870 to 1874, to 
$74.331. of which $30,000 is principal. In 
the case of Mr. Kuehn, who served from 1874 
to 1878, the judgment aggregates $106,683, 
the principal being $48,334. There were two 
cases against each, covering each term, but 
all four cases were considered together. The 
total judgment amounts to $181,015. 

The point in which these cases differed 
from those of the other ex-Treasurers and oa 
which the defendants relied. was that they 
held office prior to the pussage of the laws of 
1876, taking effect in 1878, establishing the 
salary of the State Treasurer at $5.000, to be 
in full fcr all services, and that all fees and 
perquisites received by him shall be paid into 
the State Treasury and become a part of the 
general fund. 


FORT OMAHA TROOPS START FOR HOME. 


Four Companies Leave Butte for the Com- 
forte of Their Own Barracks. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 1.—[Special.}—The four 
companies of the Fort Omaha Battalion that 
left July 18 for Butte under Capt. Keller, 
started from Butte for home this morning. 
All of Gen. Brooke’s troops now on the Utah 
and Northern are the companies of the Eighth 
Infantry from Fort McKinney under Lieut.- 
Col. Randall. There are out on the main line 
of the Union Pacific one company each at 
Rawlins, Laramie, Green River, and Evans- 
ton, and three or four companies at Ogden, 
as originally ordered, none having been with- 
drawn from that line. Besides these are the 
troops sent out by Gen. Brooke on the Cen- 
tral Pacific as far as Reno, Nev.

Prof. Love of Indianapolis 
was manager of the affair. He and Martin 
will both be arrested upon a charge of man- 
slaughter.

GOLD TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


Intimation That a Contribution Would Be 
A table Not Received with Favor 
Retrénchment on the Lake Street Ele- 
vated=General Manager Alberger De- 
posed=Elevated Road to Be Equipped 
with Electricity—Strong Market for West 
Side Stock but Weak for Other Things. 


The attitude of the Chicago banks on the 
question of helping the government replenish 
its gold stock is not favorable to the adminis- 
tration. It has been ‘indirectly intimated to 
several local banis within a day or two that 
tenders of gold would be acceptable to the 
government, but they show no disposition to 
make such tenders. The expression which is 
met with in nearly every bank is that the gov- 
ernment should show somedisposition to take 
care of itself before it asks the banks to make 
a further sacrifice for it. The banks have paid 
in considerable gold here in the ordinary 
course of business. The collections of inter- 
nal revenue through this Subtreasury have 
been large in the last thirty days. The First 
National Bank paid in a little over $1,000,- 
000 to the Coilector of Internal Revenue in 
July, The tender which that bank made to 
the Secretary of the Treasury of $1,000,000 
in gold some time ago is still unaccepted. 
The Subtreasury here was not able to handle 


the gold at the time it was tendered; and the 


tender has not been renewed. 

“ I think the banks should help the govern- 
ment out,“ said President Gage yesterday, 
„now that we seem to be so near over the 
bar. It the iff bill is passed I have no doubt 
but the revenues of the government will be great- 
ly increased. That is particularly true if the tax 
is put on whisky and the time is short before it 
goes into effect. There can be nothing but con- 
demnation for the administration for its inactiv- 
ity and lack of financial policy. But at the same 
time it the governmept is in a position that a 
little gold will help it through it seems as if the 
banks ought to furnish it.

A result of 
this policy, which perhaps was not foreseen 
by the French Government, is now observable in 
a vigorous and determined effort on the part of 
the French millers to supply the British market 
with four.

TARIFF BILL DELAYS BENEFIT THE 
SUGAR TRUST. 

In his letter to Chairman Wilson Mr. Cleve- 

land insisted on free coal and iron ore, but 

did not insist on free sugar, either raw or re- 


| fined. Since the Democratic platform is 80 


emphatic in its declaration in favor of free 
raw materials, and since free coal and iron 
ore were promised the people by all the Dem- 
ocratic speakers during the campaign, it is 
surprising that the Democratic Senate did not 
yield at once and agree to put those two arti- 
cles on the free list. 

It looks now very much as if the Senatorial 
obstinacy regarding coal and iron ore was a 
mere pretense, and that the sham fight over 
these articles was made merely to cover up 


the grasping doings of the sugar trust. At | 
first the Senate sugar schedule provided that | 


the duty on raw sugar should not take effect 
till the Ist of January, 1895, go that the trust 
might import a year’s supply of sugar duty 
free, but charge the duty against the con- 
sumer, and thus scoop in over forty million 
dollars. So severe was the storm of popular 
indignation when this game was discovered 
that the Democratic trust Senators bent be- 
fore it, and it was provided that the sugar duty 
should become operative; when the bill was 
passed. 

The sugar trust changed its tactics at once, 
Instead of urging. the immediate passage of 
the till it was desirous of delay in order that 
it might gain time and have on hand the great- 
est possible quantity of raw sugar when the 
40 per cent duty did take effect. Therefore 
the trust ordered its Senators not to com- 
promise or recede until the word was given 
them. They were told to profess great con- 
cern for the welfare of the coal miners and 
the iron-ore men and to insist that they must 
not be left without protection. They were 
told to abuse the Nova Scotia Coal company 
so as to hide their interest in the sugar trust. 
O While the Senators were abusing Mr. Cieve- 
land for demanding free coai and were an- 
nouncing that they never would recede, the 
agents of the trust were buying up raw sugar 
by thousands of tons in all parts of the world 
and were shippirig it to New York. They 
ransacked Germany, France, Belgium, the 
West India Islands, and the other sugar-pro- 
ducing countries of the globe. The ware- 
houses of New York are full of sugar now and 
those of Philadelphia and every other sea- 
board city wilkbe tull soon. 

When the trust gets ready it will give the 
signal to its men. An ad valorem duty of 
40 per cent on rawsugar would amount at 
this time, when raw sugaris sellingat 2.8 
cents a pound, to a cent and au eighth a 
pound. When thetrust has accumu lated as 
much sugaras it can handle it will pull the 
strings. Its Senators will profess their will- 
ingness to give way to the House. The biil 


will pass and the trust will proceed to collect 


from the consumers this cent and an eighth 
or more extra on every pound of refined 
sugar it sells them. 

When Simon Havemeyer says wigwag, the 
trust Senators will know whatto do. They 
will lose their interest in coal. They will not 
care whether iron ore is. dutiable or not. 
They will be indifferent to the fate of the 
other amendments they have made, with the 
exception of the one giving the trust sufficient 
protection to enable it to make an annual 
profit of at least ten millions a year. The 
trust wants something besides that yearly 
gain, however. It wants an immediate rake- 
off. Defeated in its attempt to make over a 
cent and more extra on every pound of sugar 
to be consumed in this country next year, it 
is doing the next best thing, which is to de- 
lay the passage of the tariff bill till it has 
piled up huge stocks of raw sugar. 

The trust has so firm a hold on some of the 
Democratic Senators that they are its abject 
slaves or tools, They have no will of their 
own. They do what their master bids them. 
When he tells them not to yield to the House 
they stand firm. When he tells them to let 


, the House have its way about coal ana other 


incidental matters, they will fall over them- 
selves in their eagerness to recede from their 
amendments. 

The way to find out when the tariff bill 
will pass is to watch the swelling volume of 
sugar importations and to keep tab on the 
quantity on hand. When it gets so large that 
it will give millions to the trust and furnish 
also a great slush fund for the Dem ocratic 
use two years hence, then the time for the 
conference committee to agree will be near 
at hand. The Senatorial Ma ves of the trust 
will get their orders, the tariff bill will go 
through in a jiffy, and the trust will zollect 
its tens of millions. 


NO DEMONSTRATION F OR ‘THE RAILROAD 
WRECKER. 

Mayor Hopkins acted wisely in refusing to 
grant a permit fora parade and demonstra- 
tion on the Lake-Front to welcome Debs on 
his return to this city. The request was an 
impertinence. Chicago has no welcome for 
the would-be railroad wrecker. He cost the 
city too much. He brought the soldiers here 
to protect a public commerce which he had 
striven to paralyze and destroy. He was anx- 
ious that all the workingmen should abandon 
their employment, so that every man and 
woman in the city limits might be made to 
suffer. Debs has been an enemy of Chicago, 
and it is not customdry to receive enemies 
with brass bands, cheers, and speeches of con- 
gratulation. It would be an insult to the sol- 
diers who are still on duty keeping down 
Debsism for the Mayor to allow the Debsites 
to jubilate in the business district. 

The Mayor says he issued a proclamation, 
which is still im force, warning citizens not to 
congregate in the streets and to avoid crowds. 
As the proposed parade would draw a crowd 
he does not see how he can countenance ft, 
especially as the hoodlums wouid be likely to 
collect and there might be trouble. He is 
quite right there. These auxiliaries of Debs, 
who burned cars near the Stock-Yards, who 
ditched. locomotives and burned trains, and 
committed other acts of violence, and 
who had to be driven to their holes 
by the soldiers, would be glad of an 
excuse to go to the heart of the city 
and join in a demonstration. If allowed 
to demonstrate they would do so as violently 
as did those “ unemployed”’ who marched 
through the streets last summer with black 
flags and whom Mayor Harrison suppressed. 

It is singular that Debs was not the first to 
forbid this parade. He ought to have sense 
enough to see the absurdity of it. He comes 
back here a defeated, discredited, and indict- 
ed leader. A hearse and some mourners 
would be more appropriate than a barouche 
and a brass band. He does not return to the 
scene s glory, but that of his shame. If 
Debs has any appreciation of tie ridiculous 
he will discourage all demonstrations, espe- 
cially those calculated to create disorder. He

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EX-GOV. BOIES ON LABOR UNIONS AND 
STRIKES. 

Ex-Gov. Horace Boies, in his speech yester- 
day as Chairman of the Iowa State Demo- 
cratic convention (which will be found printed 
elsewhere), gave out no uncertain sound upon 
the labor question, and particularly upon that 
phase of che question involved in the recent 
strike precipitated by Debs and Sovereign. 
The ex-Governor is of opinion that working- 
men especially stand in need of fuir and 
faithfully executed iaws, and that their labor 
organizations can be of no advantage to 
them if they violate laws or incite others to 
do so. From this point of view he is amazed 
that they have flagrantly violated the laws 
and then have denounced the State and na- 
tional authorities for interposing their mili- 
tary power to sustain the laws and protect the 
country against anarchy. The Governor was 
not at all vague in locating, the responsibility 
in this matter. He pronounced it vain to as- 
sert that the recent riots were not the work of 
the unions. Even if the reverse were true it 
would not relieve the unions of responsibility 
for acts their own course had made possible. 

In the matter of the Pullman sympathetic 
strike ordered by Debs and Sovereign the 
Governor was equally explicit. 
these conspirators, to compel managers of 
other branches of business, which had no 
controversy with the Pullman company, to 
join hands against the company was a per- 
sonal wrong to the strikers themselves. No 
theory of logic or morals can justify one 
class, however numerous or well organized, 
in compelling others to become their allies 
and assume the burdens of a contest, the 
outcome of which cannot help or hurt these 
allles. In this connection Gov. Boies said, 
with emphasis: 

The sy mpathetic strike must go or the unions 
that engage in it will be destroyed, and with it 
must go forever the scenes of riot and carnage 
that have characterized so many recent strikes, 
or the arganizations responsible for them will be 
ground into dust under-the iron heel of an awak- 
ened public sentiment that will never consent to 
see the Jaws that are absolutely essential for the 


protection of life and liberty openly and fla- 
grantly violated and thereby the existence of our 


institutions put in jeopardy. 

There is no mistaking the meaning of these 
patriotic and law-abiding, sentiments. There 
is no Debsism, no Pefferism, no Altgeldism, 
or Bloody Bridle Waiteism in this declaration 
of principles. It is an earnest, even solemn 
warning, which the misguided followers of 
Debs and Sovereign will do well to read and 
heed. It represents the sentiment of the 
great Ainerican people, irrespective of party, 
and it has rarely been uttered more forcibly 
than in these words of the Democratic ex- 
Governor of Iowa.

80 THE RAIN: PROBLEM. = 

The citizens of South Dakota .are being ap- 
pealed to by one of their number to subscribe 
money to be expended by him in the artificial 
production of rain. The gentleman claims 
not only to bea chemist but to have been 
the first person in the United States to sug- 
gest the chemical theory of rain and artificial 
production asa sequence.“ His claims are 
modest, so far as money is concerned. He 
says a plant could be put in for a series of ef- 
forts for about 5100. The sheds, poles, bat- 
tery, and wiring, and a team would add some- 
what, and chemical reagents might cost $200. 
He willenter on the work when $500 is 
raised, but he thinks it ought not to be un- 
dertaken with less than 81.000. He believes 
the cost of a rain would probably lie between 
$25 and $75. He would not continue experi- 
ments after $1,000 had been used. 

The genius, who ougit to be able to com- 
mand an abundance of water, seeing that his 
name is ** Fish,“ holds that rain is a product 
of chemical reaction, and talks ** learnedly ” 
about the sending up of hydrogen gas to com- 
bine with the oxygen of the atmosphere and 
thus produce moisture. The condensation of 
the constituent gases is to cause rarefaction 
in the surrounding air, this to be accom- 
panied with a lowering of temperature, which 
is supposed to favor further condensation for 
the production of rain. Seemingly,. there is 
no account taken of the elevation of tempera- 
ture needed to effect rapid combination of 
the two water-making gases, though this 
grave omission is far from being the only 
fault which would prevent the process from 
being a commercial success. 

Before investing their cash in this enter- 
prise the persons who are asked to subscribe 
to the rain-muking fund ought to read care- 
fully the articie by Prof. Sanford in the 
August number of the Popular Science 
Monthly, or the synopsis’ of its reasonings a3 
given in Taz Trisune of July 25. They then 
may understand that the conditions under 
which rain comes from clouds in the atmos- 
phere to the earth’s surface depend on changes 
which cannot be wrought by the puny hand 
of man except at an expenditure far exceeding 
the value of the result obtained. The outcome 
of a calculation made on this point was to the 
effect that to produce a rainfall of a quarter 
of an inch in depth over a square mile of sur- 
face would necessitate the use of about 400 
million pounds of carbonic acid, the cost of 
which would be not less than $600.000. per 
acre, besides the pay for the labor, etc., ceeded 
for the experiment. As this sum is enor- 


mously out of proportion to the benefit de- |

ean be reasoned out that carbonic acid is far 
more likely to produce rain than a quantity 


of hydrogen gas costing the same amount per 


acre, the idea of being able to produce rains 
at a cost not to exceed $75 each is reduced to 
an absurdity. The people asked to subscribe 
to this quixotic undertaking would do well to 
save their money to be used in some other 
way that promises better returns on the in- 


vestment than does artificial rain- making. 


DEBS ON IMMIGRATION. 

In the speech which Debs made in this city 
on the eve of his departure for Terre Haute, 
as well as in the speech which he made in the 
latter city, and the one in Indianapolis, in 
which he declared himself a Populist, he 


made a protest against the free admission of 


any more European foreigners to this coun- 
try, and charged it upon the Republicans 
that while they had protected products they 
had not protected nome workers by exclud- 
ing European laborers. 

In this connection Debs said: 

I have been a Democrat all my life, but lam 
ashamed to admit it. I would be equally 
ashamed had I been a Republican. What good 
did the tariff ever do for you? While the tariff 
enabled trusts to be formed and mullions of dol- 
tars to be hoarded in the coffersof afew. millions 
of people have been driven into pauperism; 
while they put a tariff on what it would benefit 
you to have come in free, they opened the ports 
and welcomed the riff-raff of Europe. They put 
no tariff on Poles and Dagos. They send to Eu- 
rope for the foreign element that has pushed 
American workmen from their once happy homes, 


Are we to undefstand from these remarks 
that Debs, Howard,, Keliher, Rogers, Sov- 
ereign, Gompers, McBride, and other labor 
leaders are prepared to go to the extent of 
demanding that the Chinese restriction law 
shall also be applied to the wholewf Europe? 
The followers of Debs, Sovereign, and Gom- 
pers are nearly all foreign by birth. The 
followers of McBride are the riff-raff Poles 
and Dagos.“ as Debs calls them. Over ten 
millions of Europeans have come over here 
during the last seventeen years. Are Debs 
and Sovereign prepared to demand of Con- 
gress the exclusion of foreign immigrants of 
this class and the breaking up of free trade in 
immigrants, which has been the policy of the 
government since its foundation? Do Debs 
and Sovereign want protection against foreign 
immigrants and protection in foreign goods; 
or do they want free trade in immigrants and 
protection against foreign goods, or what 
kind of free trade and protection do they 
want? They should be more explicit in their 
statements and quit this back-firing, insinua- 
tions, and vague charges. What is their de- 
mand? They have always dealt in vague and 
double meaning generalities. What is their 
concrete scheme? , 

If Debs, Sovereign, McBride, et al. want to 
apply the old Know-Nothing ductrine to Eu- 
rope why do they not say so openly? Why do 
they not formulate ademand upon Congress to 
shut the ports against Europe? Who is hold- 
ing them back or what prevents them? The 


‘natives of the United States have never in- 


sisted on closing the ports to immigrants, be- 
cause the foreigners here desiring their rela- 
tives and friends to come jn want them open, 
except tothe Chinese. Are the immigrants 
who. have come here now willing to close the 
ports, or will. they demand that no more of 
their countrymen shall come to this country? 
Are the Irish, the English, the Scotch, the 
Germans, the Scandinavians ready to say that 
no more Irish, British, Germans, or Scandi- 
navians shall land in the United States? Are 
the Russian Jews ready to shut the doors in 
the faces of their compatriots? Are the riff. 
raff and the Dagos, as Debs calls the Poles, 
Bohemians, and Italians, ready to deciare 
that no more of their “ riff-ratf and go 
countrymen shall come here? If Debs, Sov- 
ereign, et al. do not mean this what do they 
mean? What are they gabbling about? What 
policy have the Popylists, whom Debs has 
joined, ever enunciated that warrants his 
declaration? What is this new doctrine as to 
‘ riff-raff and Dagos’’ which he proclaims 
so vaguely? He denounces Republicans 
for protecting the country against foreign 
products and failing to protect home labor 
against the immigration of the “ riff-raff.”’ 
To this it may be answered that labor pro- 
tects itself; that it joins unions organized by 
Debs, Sovereign, McBride, and Gompers; 
that it pledges itself to keep up wages by 
strikes and boycotts, and to secure full Ameri- 
can wages and the benefits of protection, even 
to the extent of the destruction of property 
and the paralysis of business to carry their 
point. None of them are in favor of cutting 
down wages tothe European standard. It be- 
comes of some interest therefore to know just 
what Debs, Sovereign, Gompers, and McBride 
propose to do in this matter. It is of interest 
tothe Pullman strikers themselves, not 10 


per cent of whom are natives; tothe Ameri- 


can Railway Union sympathetic strikers, who 
are largely foreigners or of foreign birth; 
and to the following of McBride, which is 
almost solidly alien, in other words, “ riff- 
raff and Dagos, as Debs calls them. For 
their. benefit, if for no other reason, Debs 
should explain exactly what he means and 
what, asa boycotting Populist, he is prepar- 
ing to demand. 


- 
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CAUSE OF THE ICE AGE. 

The leading article in the first number of the 
N ew Science Review is a statement by Maj. 
Gen. Drayson, F. R. A. S., of his theory 
about changes in the position of the earth’s 


| axis of rotation, which he offers as a solution 


of the mystery of the ice age. He claims to 
have discovered that the limit of glacial ac- 
tion, as indicated by observation, shows that 
during the last 1.800 years the pole of the 
heavens has moved in the arc of a circle of 
209° 25 47° radius, instead of oue with about 
23° 28 radius. The center of the circle 
thus described is 6° from the pole of the 
ecliptic, and he assigns about 31,600 years 
for the time of one cycie, in place of the little 
less than 26,000 years which is taught in the 
text books. 

Gen. Drayson says that during the tracing 
of this cycle tne two poles must vary their 
distance 12°, and in thé same time there must 
have been a variation of 12° in the extent of 
the arctic circles and tropics. . Taking the 
data already stated, it is easy to compute that 
some 3,000 years ago the arctic circles ex- 
tended 2“ more than at present, 7,000 years 
ago 6°, and that about 13,500 B. C. the 
maximum extension of 12° more than at 
present was reached. At 24,000 B. C. they 
extended only 2° farther than they do today. 
At the time of maximum, nearly 15,500 
years ago, the arctic circle came down 
to about 54° of latitude, which is about 


the limit indicated by existing marks 


of glacial action. This epoch was in- 
cluded in a period of some 18.000 years, dur- 
ing which extreme cold prevailed in winter 
down to much lower latitudes than today, and 
this extreme climate terminated between six 
and seven thousand years ago. These deduc- 
tions are in close accord with recent con- 
clusions from comparison of geological facts, 
and were given to the world more than fifteen 
yeurs before the conclusions referred to were 
arrived at by the geologists. 

Gen. Drayson says the movement of the 
earth hitherto vaguely and incorrectly de- 
scribed as a conical movement of the axis 
around the pole of the ecliptic as a center 
proves to be a second rotation of the earth, 
which causes the two half axes of the earth to 
describe cones during about 31,600 years.” 
He holds that the position now occupied by 


+ ** starve,”’ 


due to the position which the center of grav- 
ity of the earth occupies relative to tha earth's 


center. The enormous preponderance of 
land above the sea in the Northern Hemi- 


sphere indicates that the center of gravity is 


north of the equator, and probably 1s not 
equidistant from opposite points in the sur- 
fuce near the equator. As the relative distri- 
bution of water and land was not always the 
same, the center of gravity must have been 
subject to slight changes of position. He 
thinks it probable that the present radius of 
second rotation was reached slowly, and 
not by a sudden movement. Probably there 
were one or two previous second rotations, 
with a less radius than that which now gov- 
erns. ' Consequently there would be tem- 
perate intervals between two glacial inter- 
vals. Also it seems -probable to him that 
previous to the (latest) ice age the radius of 
this second rotation never had been so great 
as it is now, and that there had been no con- 
ditions suitable for the accumulation of vast 
masses of ice in the polar regions. 

It may be accepted, as stated by the author, 
that ever since the earth has rotated on its 
axis it must, as a (result of obedience to) me- 
chanica! law, have had a second rotation. 
But that isa very different thing from admit- 
ting that such second rotation would be any 
other than a minute one, the radius of its cir- 
cle being measured by a few seconds of arc 
instead of several degrees, In other words, 
it may be said that though Gen. Drayson has 
etated his case he has not proved it. 


COXEY AND HIS TRAMPS. 

Gen.“ Coxey has sent a cheeky appeal to 
Congress asking it to authorize the Secretary 
of War to issue $500 worth of rations to 
members of his army,“ now near Washing- 
ton. As the homely phrase has it ‘*Coxey 
should skin his own skunks.” He took the 
army to Washington and he ougnt to pro- 
vide for it. He promised the tramps that he 
would care for them till the power of his elo- 
quence and the majesty of their ‘“ petition in 
boots had moved Congress to issue 500 
millions of fiat shinplasters and set them to 
work mending roads. He should keep his 
promise instead of deserting his tramps to 
run for Congressin Ohio. He cannot expect 
them to loaf around Washington till he has 
been elected to the -House, taken his seat a 
year from next December, and begun making 
speechesin their behaif. Coxey should tele- 
graph them some money with which to buy 
food instead of asking Congress, which did 
not invite them to the capital, to do it for 
him. If Coxey does not provide for his fool 
foilowers the authorities will not feed them, 
but will disperse them. The Governor of Vir- 
ginia has ordered the Sheriff to tell the 
‘* commonwealers”’ who are on the Virginia 
shore of the Potomac to move on.“ The 
Maryland and District authorities will be like. 
ly tofollow his example. Coxey should buy 
his people rations for a week or two and tell 
them to scatter and get work if they can 
find it. 


Tue ex-dictator tells his followers that our 
wage system has degenerated into a slave 
System. The employers fix the wages.“ 
But slaves got no wages; If Debs had been 
anxious to instruct his disciples rightly he 


would have qualified that last statement. He | 


should have told them that the consumer has 
a great deal to do with fixing wages. If the 
consumer will not purchase the employet’s 
goods the latter is not in a position to pay 
any wages at all. If the consumer will not 
buy except for lower prices the employer 
must take léss for his goods, As he cannot 
sell at a loss and keep on manufacturing he 
must either get his raw materials cheaper or 
devise cheaper methods of manufacturing or 
both. If he can do neither of these he is com- 
pelled to cut wages, not of his own motion or 


desire but because of outside pressure and 


imperative necessity. If there are placed 
before the consumer foreign ané home made 
goods of the same kind and the former are 
the cheapest he witl buy them. When he does 
that he says to the American manufacturer, 
Cut down the wages of your men so that 
your goods cost no more than the foreign 
oues and I may duy yours.” The “tariff re- 
form“ policy which Debs voted for at the 
same time he Voted for Cleveland, and which 
he still believes in, is what has reduced wages 
in this country 25 per cent. ‘The employers 
did not make that cut voluntarily. They did 
not profit by it. The 25 per cent did not go 
into their pockets. They were compelled to 
reduce wages to meet impending hostile leg- 
islation. These are facts Debs should state 
to his men instead of trying to make them 
believe that the employer is an irresponsible 
despot who fixes wages just as he pleases, un- 
controlled 1 any outside pressure. 


A Dumocnaric Congressman from New York 
who has just returned to Washington from his 
vacation says: 

Public opinion is unanimously in favor of the 
passage of some kind of a tariff bill as soon as 
possible. It makes very little difference whether 
it is the Senate bill or the Honse bill. They want 
it at once. They want it before the fall trade be- 
gins. 

The public opinion spoken of here 
doubiless is that ot the manufacturers and of 
the foreign importers, The latter know that 
when any tariff billis passed the imports of 
foreign goods, which have been very small 
forsome months, will be increased greatly, 
crowding American-made goods, They would 
rather have the House bill because its duties 
are lower than those of the Senate bill, but they 
would prefer the Senate bill to the present 
state of deadness of the market. The manu- 
facturer knows that he can live under any tar- 
iff or no protection by resorting to the simple 
expedient of cutting down wages to a point 
where he can compete with his European 
cheap labor rival, and he is anxious to know 
at once just what the duties are going to be so 
that he can adjust his wage scale and proceed 
to manufacturing for the future after getting 
through the strikes. But outside of these two 


classes public opinion”’ is in favor of the

Official tables give the following figures of sil- 
ver production in 1892 at coining values: Spain, 
$2,140,000 ; Germany, $7,921,336; Mexico, 859. 
000,000; the world, $196,500,000, the commer 
cial or bullion value of the silver production of 
the world for 1892 being a little less than 133 
million dollars. The goid production of 1892 is 
officially stated to have been $138,861,000 and 
that of last yearis estimated by the Director of 
the United States Mint at about 155½ million 
dollars. It is impossible to say, except at a 
guess, how much gold and silver have been pro- 
. duced in the world, but doubtless the estimate 
by Mulnall is reasonably close for the amount of 
mcney in use among the various nations in 1890. 

ling the British pound equal to $4.85 the 
stale will be nearly 4,025 million dollars of 
gold and 3,884 million dullars of silver at coin- 
ing values. As a matter of general supply it is 
not of much consequence to know what countries 
have produced the silver. But it is of great in- 
terest to know that the large quantities produced 
sold at an average price per fine ounce of 94 
cents for 1891, 84.3 cents for 1892, and 73 cents 
for 1893, instead of the 61. 20K which the free 
silver maniacs allege it to be worth. Suppose 
that as a consequence of passing the Sherman 
law four years ago, or of any other legislation. 
the price of silver could have been forced up to 
$1.29 per fine ounce, this price being paid in 
gold. How much would the production have 
been stimulated by that fact? Probably doubled 
or trebled its volume as determined by 
the prices actually paid. The result 
must have been a depression of the price, in obe- 
dience to the very same law that makes wheat 
and all other things cheap when they are very 
plentiful, and which reduced nearly by one-half 
the buying power of gold as a consequence of 
the tremendous increase in production in Cali- 
fornia and Australia near the middle of this 
century. i 

The great facts of total supply are not mate- 
rially altered by the circumstance that the United 
States, Australia. and South Africa producé most 
of the gold and Mexico and the United States 
most of the silver. It would be of no use to 
argue that there is not much corn or cotton in 
existence because comparatively little is pro- 
duced outside of the United States. 

What was this Populist book agent gabbling 
about, anyway?

The Japanese Commander ordered the 
Kow Shing’s Captain to follow 
with his vessel. The Chinese troops 
told the English officers: “ We refuse to 
become prisoners. We would sooner die 
here. If you move the ship except to return 
to China we will kill you.”’” They then posted 
a guard at the anchor chains and allowed no 
one else to go near them. 

The officers of the Kow Shing signaled to 
the Naniwa requesting that another boat be 
sent with an officer. When the boat arrived 
Col. von Hanneky explained the situation to 
the Japanese boarding officer. He told him 
the Kow Shing had left China in time of 
peace, that there had been no declaration of 
war, that the vessel was a British ship and 
aailed under a British flag. He then urged 
the impossibility of executing the order of 
the Naniwa’s commander, and claimed that 
the flag should be respected and the ship 
escorted back to the Chinese coast. 

The boarding party returned to the Naniwa 
and a little later the Kow Shing was signaled 
by the cruiser, „Quit ship as soon as possi- 
bie.” The Kow Shing replied that it was im- 
possible to quit ship. The Naniwa thereupon 
lined up, broadside on, and at a distance of 
about 200 meters immediately discharged a 
torpede at the Ko Shing, following this with 
two broadsides with all its guns. 

The excitement aboard the Kow Shing was 
awful. The troops had begun fitting up a 
number of small mountain guns when the 
Naniwa threw the torpedo. The missile struck 
a coal bunker and burst one of the boilers, the

JAPAN OFFERS APOLOGIES TO EXGLAND. 


The Latter Silent, Awaiting alReport from 
the Kow Shing’s Captain. 

Toxro, Japan, Aug. 1.—The Japanese Gov- 
ernment has instructed its Minister in Lon- 
don to apologize to Great Britain for firing 
upon and sinking the transport Kow Shing 
while it was flying the British flag. The 
Japanese Minister has been instructed to in- 
form Great Britain that the commander of 
the Japanese cruiser did not know the Kow 
Shing was a British vessel until after the 
fight. Capt. Galsworthy of the Kow Shing

the Kow Shing, flying the Bsitish flag, is con- 
cerned the Japanese envoy was informed to- 
day that Great Britain awaits the statement 
of the English Captain of that steamer before 
making any reply to the apology offered by 
Japan. 

Yorouama, Aug. 1.— The following is the of- 
ficial account from the Japanese Govern- 
ment’s standpoint of the battle which took 
place July 25 between the warships of Japan 
and China: 

The Chinese cruisers, the Chih Yuen and Ruwa- 
nii, were observed steaming from Kasan, and a 
transport carrying Chinese soldiers, convoyed by 
the Chinese warship Tsao Kiang, was seen com- 
ing from Tokio towards Kasan. The Japanese 
— — Akitausu, Yoshino, and Naniwa met the 
two Chinese warships near Pantao Island. The 


they made warlike preparations. To get out of 
narrow waters in which they were situated the 
Japanese cruisers put to sea, whereupon the Tsao 
Kiang pursued the Naniwa. The Naniwa there- 
upon put about and steamed toward the two Chi- 
nese ships. The Chih Yuen and the Kuwanii, 
however, retreated and the Chih Yuen hoisted 
the white flag above the Japanese naval ensign. 

The Naniwa consequently delayed firing {upon 
the warship, and then the transport crossed the 
bow of the Naniwa. The latter fired a blank 
shot and signaled the transpert to stop. 

In the meantime the Chih Yuen had ap 
‘proached under the Naniwa’s stern, and when 
within a distance of about 300 meters it dis- 
charged a torpedo, which missed the Japanese 
warship. The Naniwa then opened fire upon the 
Chih Yuen and the Yoshino joined in the action. 
The Chih Yuen finally fled and was pursued, but 
was not overtaken. The second Chinese wa rship 
the Kuwanii, had in the meantime been engaged 
with the Japanese cruiser Akitsusn, but, like the 
Chih Yuen, it fled and took refuge between the 
shore and a shoal. 

The transport carried six guns and had 1,100 
soldiers on board. The Captain of the transport 
surrendered, but the soldiers on board refused to 
do so, and resisted capture. The Naniwa was ul- 
‘timately obliged to open fire upon the transport 
and sank it. The Captain and others were res- 
cued by the boats of the Naniwa. It was after- 
wards discovered that the transport was a Brit- 
ish steamer, the Kow Shing. It had on board 
four Chiefs of Battalion and fifteen Colonels of 
the Chinese army. 

The Japanese Government so soon as it was in- 
formed of the sinking of the British ship ex- 
pressed its regrets, declaring to the British 
Charge d’Affaires that if, after an inquiry into 
the subject had been made, Japan was shown to 
be in the wrong the Japanese Government was 
prepared to make all reparation for the loss sus- 
tained. 

The naval engagement of July 25 should 
not be confounded with the naval battle 
fought July 30, nor should the Chih Yuen, 
a Chinese unarmored ship of 2.300 tons in 
this first encounter, be confounded with the 
Chinese armored battleship Chen Yuen, 7,300 
tons, reported sunk in the second nght. 

Lonpoy, Aug. 1.—The Admiralty has in- 
structed Admiral Sir E. R. Fremantle at the 
China station to prevent troops, arms, or mu- 
nitions of war from being conveyed, under 
the British flag, to either Chiaa or Japan. 


TO INVESTIGATE SINKING OF KOW SHUNG 


Court ot Inquiry. Opened at Tien Tsin~

Lonpow, Aug. 1.—Hugh Mathieson of Hugh

Chinese transport Kow Shung, sunk by 
a Japanese cruiser, was chartered, re- 
ceived a dispatch today from Tien Tsin

At 11 o’clock the flames had secured a firm 
hold on the south side of the river in a pile of 
ties on the Santa Fé tie dock just across the 
slip from the big elevator. At this time the 
river was bearing on its bosom burning piles 
of lumber, which drifted away. toward Mud 
Lake, the McCormick works, and the bride- 
well, which institution Gould plainly be seen 
in the glare which turned night into day. 
From the ties the flames spread to numerous 
box cars, which began to succumb with 
a rapidity which would have been of huge de- 
light to a Debsite. At the rate at which the 
fire was generating in the tie-yard and among 
the box cars the destruction of the elevator 
seemed imminent, for the slip which sepa- 
rated it was narrow and the wind favored a 
quick leap of the flames. 

Suddenly a boat was seen poking its way up 
the river with men holding the nozzles against 
the burning piles of lumber in the river and 
forcing its way along with great speed. It was 
the Yosemite to the rescue. Soon four great 
streams of black water drawn from the river 
were playing among the ties with a 
force which left the fire but littie 
chance to continue its work. Half a dozen 
curious spectators were knocked down by the 
foul streams from: the Yosemite, but in five 
minutes all danger in that direction had been 
averted for the time atleast. At midnight 
there seemed to be‘no danger that the fire 


would ever gain another foothold on the’ 


south side of the river, on the elevator, or 
among the great piles of ties on the Santa Fé 
docks, ~ 

It was with much difficulty that any in- 
formation could be secured with-reference to 
the amount of insurance carried by the dif.

The speaker then devoted himself to a viru- 
lent attack on the Santa Fé management, 
which he arraigned as having robbed the peo- 
ple of millions of doliars and having violated 
every provision of the inter-State commerce 
law, continuing: 

The authorities cannot ignore us, and while I 
expect to pay the pene if | violate the law I 

1orities shall proceed against 
the corporations. The judicial nets under the 
present administration are so adjusted as to 
catch minnows and let whales go free. There is 
no law against corporations. Railroads have 
violated every provison of the inter-State law, 
— they disregard and defy the courts. while the 
1apless employé who ‘stumbles over a rye 
Anarchist, in contempt, or 
should. go straight to the penitentiary. 
Unless they can show that the courts 
are intended for the rich as well as the poor, the 
people can’t be blamed if they hold the law in 
contempt. 

The time is coming when corporations will be 
compelled to obey the laws. The first thing for 
us to do is to unit; our forees, march to the polls 
this fall, and tura all the rascals out of office. 
Money dominates legislation and controls all 
branches of the government. These corporative 
manipulators will spring the tariff monkey again 
soon, but it is all a huge fraud. 

But we can get even with the railroads and 
do so without striking. Let us unite our forces 
with the Populist party and obtain possession of 
the railroads, to operate in the interests of 
the people. You can do this if true 
to yourselves, and the employé will be 
treated fairly if faithful, fares will be reduced 
from three cents to one cent a mile, and the roads 
will berun for public good. Let that be the 
slogan; in a short time we will have votes 
enough, and there will be no more strikes, blood- 
shed, or starvation.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 1.—([Special.]—Rep- 
resentatives of the brotherhoods of railway 
trainmen, engineers, and telegraphers, and 
members of the several grievance committees 
of the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
railroad operatives were in session all day.

Foreigners Make Trouble at Coal City. 

Coat Crry, III., Aug. 1.—{Special. The coal 
miners’ strike in this (the Wilmington) field as- 
sumed a more serious aspect today than at any 
previous time. These mines, which comprise the 
largest companies in Llinois, have been idle 
since April 20, when the miners went out in sym- 
pathy with the Ohio and Pennsylvania miners, 
notwithstanding that a settlement was agreed to 
at Columbus, O., between the operators and 
miners. The non-English-speaking people pre- 
vent a resumption of work. The Bohemians have 
caused the edict to be observed that no work be 
done unless the scale in vogue at the time 
of the strike be restored. Nearly every 
English-speaking miner has used every effort to 


convince the Italians and Bohemians that further 


destitution awaits those who refuse to go to 
work. The foreigti miners have remained stub- 
bornly obdurate; the English-speaking miners 
almost to a man have decided to break the dead- 
lock and re@nter the mines. Work has alread 
been resumed at Wilmington and Carbon Hill. 
The Big Four mines did not. open because the 
men were afraid to goto work. The indications 
are that the mines will resume tomorrow.

In view of this fact and also the 
fact that many of these establishments have 
been built by the partial aid of citizens at large 
by bonuses or otherwise, wé earnestly ask the in- 
surance companies to place a clause in policies 
covering such risks in the associated towns pro- 
vidi all claims for loss or damage shall be 
paid so as to apply only toward rebuilding or re- 
pairing the same. It is not necessary for us to

needed to convince any experienced underwriter 
that if the avenue was not open by the way of 
fire insurance system for converting these plants 
into money there would be a rapid cessation of 
losses in that class of risks.

Eiboeck’s Bitter Manifesto. 


When the convention met in the afternoon 
thie delega were met at the door by a man 
distributing I. Eiboeck’s manifesto. It 
was a bitter document, headed “ Earnest 
Words {rom a Democrat to Democrats,” and 
among the most biting utterances were the 
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troubies in labor circles during the last few 
months. I concede to no man a more earnest de- 
sire than my own for every legitimate advance- 
ment of the real interests of the manual laborers 
of the land. I was born and nurtured among 
them and their welfare has been a constant ob- 
ject of the keenest of my desires during all the 
years of my matured life. I know, however, that 
of all the classes that make up the aggregate of 
this Nation they stand in greatest need of fair 
and faithfully executed laws; that without 
these they would the most help- 
less victims of a condition if it ever 
comes in which society learns to ignore 
the law and defend its rights, real or imaginary 
with brute force. I know, too, that overy one of 
these mon who is an adult citisen ot the United 
States is clothed with precisely the same power 
under the constitutions of the States and the Na- 
tion to help mold and cause to be executed the 
laws of the land that is possessed by the haughti - 
est millionaire that ever cast a vote. and 1 be- 
lieve as firmly as I believe in my existence that if 
their organizations are to preserved and con- 
tinue to be of the least practical benefit to their 
m rs they must see that they neither vi 
thé law themselves, nor instigate, aid, ora 
others todoso. It is hardly necessary to add 
that with every loyal citizen of the land who is a 
Joyal friend of its laborers I have been shocked 
by the flagrant breaches of law t have char- 
acterized so many of the recent labor strikes 
of the country. Iam still more amazed to know 
that within the circles of somé of these unions 
are men who yet condemn the authorities, both 
State and national, for interposing the military 
arm of each to put an end to conditions that had 
reached a completed stage of anarchy and over- 
thrown in some localities every sembiance of law 
and order. If these men are not bereft of reason, 
if they realize that this government is worth de- 
fending, if they would not see it tumble into 
1 —— rather than fail to correct some real 
or fancied wrong to a few of their num- 
ber, they must by this time realize that 
“the strike“ as conducted in many places in 
the recent past is revolution, is anarchy, is 
the incipient sta of civil war, and if lett un- 
trammeled by the military arm of the govern- 
ment it will pull down the very pillars of the 
temple of our liberties and nam all in a common 
ruin. It is vain to assert that the scenes of riots. 
incendiarism, and bloodshed we have witn 
is not the work of members of any of the unions, 
but instead is that of the lawless elements of the 
cities in which they have occurred. If this is 
literally true it cannot relieve the unions in 
882 of the responsibility for conditions that 
eir own acts made possible, and which without 
such acts would never have existed. 


Boycotts of Sympathy. 


There is another phase of this question less 
grave, it is true, in its consequences to the gov- 
ernment, as such, and yet of immeasurable im- 

rtance to individuals. This view was more 
orcibly presented in what may be properly 
termed the Pullman strike than in any other of 
which I have knowledge. It is the question of 
the inherent right or wrong of what some labor 
leaders term a “sympathetic strike. There 
was no pretense in this branch of the Pullman 
strike that the men engaged in any of the indus- 
tries outside of those of the Pullman company 
had a grievance of any kind against their em- 
ployers that such strike was intended to cure. 
The openly avowed purpose of certain 
leaders was to compel the managers of other 
branches of business. who bad no contro- 
versy with the Pullman company and had no 
interest in the questions between company 
and its.employés to join hands with these em- 
ployés acd help to right what at most was a per- 
sonal = them. In other words, the de- 
mand was that entirely disinterested and wholl 
innocent parties should against their own will
